Military circles here took this announce- 
ment to mean that the czar means to 
spend practically all his time at the 
front encouraging his troops and arous- 
ing the epirits of his people in Petro- 
grad. It was pointed out at the same 
time that the czar in this way is show- 
ing his displeasure at the failure of the 
Russian leaders to check the German 
advance earlier in the summer. 

The message of Emperor Nicholas to 
President Poincare does not makeit clear 
whether Grand Duke Nicholas has been 
superseded by the emperor. During the 
last few weeks there has been severe crit- 
icism of the conduct of the war by the 
Russian authorities. The minister of 
war, Gen. Soukhomlinoff, resigned, and 
the formation of a coalition government 
has been under discussion. The source of 
disentietaction however, has been prin- 
cipally the inadequate eupply of muni- 
tions of war. |

LONDON, Sept. 7.—The news that Em- 
peror Nicholas had placed himself at the 
head of his army, which he announced in 
a telegram to Raymond Poincare, pres- 
ident df France, and the visit paid by the 
French commander-in-chief, Gen. Joffre.

Friend Finds J 


As yet no close estimate can lg made 
of the loss in the homes of Congressman 
Madden and Mr. Glennon, who is a one 
time justice of the peace.

This friend, H. L. Webster, met Mr. 
Glennon in his office and remarked he 
was about to start for the south side. 

“Then you can do mea favor.“ sug> 
gested Glennon. I've just been reading 
abont the robbery of Mrs. Armour. My 
town house is right across the avenue. 
I employ a caretaker in partnership with 
Congressman Madden, but it occurs to 
me something may have gone wrong.” 

Webster was willing to do the favor. 
From the avenue the Glennon residence 
seemed intact. The shades were drawn 
and the front door locked. Webster, a 
thoroughgeing man, stepped around in 
the alley. A minute later he was con- 
versing earnestly with the desk sergeant 
at the Stanton avenue police station. 

Sergt. Gerrity and a squad of pelicemen 
arrived in the patrol wagon withina few 
minutes and saw what Webster had seen. 
Rear windows in the Madden and Glennon 
homes, side by side and about eight feet 
from the ground, had been smashed. 
Jimmy marks on the Madden window 
showed the burglars had first tried a more 
gentle and professional means of gaining 
entrance. 

Saw Wagon Piled High. 

Clifford E. Phillips, janitor of an apart- 
ment house at 3839 Michigan avenue, said 
he had seen a wagon standing in the 
alley about 10 o’clock in the morning. 
On the wagon, he recalled, were several!

is Quite ds necessary as the Intake of | 
wholesome food and drink. 


| Most Flagrant Failure. 
Probably the most flagrant failure in 
American sanitation today is the almost 
universal! lack of public convenience or 
comfort stations in American cities and 
towns. Failure like this to provide proper 
‘public tollet facilities is to fall in one of 
the very elementsof sound public health. 
We have failed to reduce as we should 
have done typho'd fever in America, 
„We have failed to reduce as we should 
have done American infant mortality. 
Here our hot weather works against us, 
but also does our milk suppl y—which can 
and must be rendered safe by pasteuriz- 
jng—and parental ignorance and incom- 
petence, which can and must be lessened 
by education and the aid of public health 
nurses. a 


Only Safe Milk. 
„We have completely failed as yet to 
make our milk supplies what they should 
be. This is partly because we have been 
so timid to insist. that good milk not only 


costs more but is worth more and must 


de paid for, and partly because we.bave 
vot yet con vinoed the public that the only 
safe milk is eooked milk. and for infants 
milk that is pasteurized, preferably in the 
final contalner. 

Even today some physiciansare back - 


ward enough to recommend ordinary raw 


milk, of which vast quantities are still 
used for infants and by ddults all over 
the ud. Such use, as long as it lasts, 
we must count, one of our worst pibdlic 
health failures. 


Streets 5 Dirty. 
The streets of m American cities 


are disgracefully dirty and untidy. Dust 
and other dirt, papers, fruit skins, straw, 


our streets. Yet these same streets are 
the principal playgrounds of the poor and 
ought therefore and for every reason to 
be kept scrupulously elean. 

We have devised excellent apparatus 
for heating and ventilating houses and 
halls in our polar winters, but have neg- 
lected the almost equally important prob- 
tem of cooling our habitations and public 
buildings in our tropical summers.

This 
applies to charts on which value graduations 
are correcity placed, but which in addition 
have a duplication of value figures in any 
given column ofr row, 

“The maximum value graduations on the 
chart must not exceed 2 cents.“

The Cali- 
fornia comet was at his best and with 
confidence in the ball at first made his 
younger opponent look like a novice, rac- 
ing through the set before Johnston could 
shake off his nervousness. Once the 
latter got going, however, the whole com- 
plexion of the match changed. 

Slowly but surely, Johnson solved the 
tacties, and increasing his speed and con- 
trol beat McLoughlin in almost every de- 
partment of play. A careful study of the 
stroke and analysis shows that despite 


he outpointed McLoughlin four service 
aces to three; 53 placements to 81, re- 
stricted his nets to 37, as against Me- 
Loughlin’s 42, and his outs 26 to 88. In 
double faults alone did Johnston exceed 
the former champion’s errors, the record 
being six to three in this department. 
During the four set contest Johnston 
scored twenty-four games and 140 points, 
as against nineteen games and 123 points 
for McLoughlin. 


McLoughlin Forced to Mideourt. 
This analysis does not show, however, 
the skill and cleverness with which Johns- 
ton worked out his victory. Considering 
the match as a whole, he proved his 
| better generalship and stroke ability by 
forcing McLaughlin to play midcourt 
most of the time. 

In the first set, it quickly was revealed 
to Johnston that he had absolutely no 
chance when McLoughlin swung his 
racquet close to the net. Asa result the 
youthful San Franciscan forced his 
townsman to the base line with deep pass- 
ing strokes or coaxed him to the service 
line with short, low, tantalizing ones 
which McLoughlin, in his eagerness to 
turn, drove more frequently into the net 
or out of court, than to uncovered spots 
in his opponent's territory. 


Terrific Battle for Every Point. 

Not a single point was won or lost with- 
out the contestants making the most 
terrific efforts and the constant racing 
about the court in the close and humid 
atmosphere soon had both dripping. Mc- 
Loughlin showed the physical strain as 
early as the second set, which he lost at 


love, thus establishing what is said to 


be a record in his tennis career. 
McLoughiin was wild at stroking and 
uncertain in direction and before Johns- 
ton’s fast steadying game dropped six 
games in a row in a manner that made 
him appear as helpless as his opponent 
had been in the first set. 


Johnston Breaks Foe’s Attack. 
The famous conqueror of Brooks and 
Wilding appeared to realize that the 
crucial moment in his remarkable court 
career had arrived with the opening of 
the third set. With care and skill he 
served and stroked the balls at Johns- 
ton, only to have them come back at 
lightning speed or with decisive spin and 
length, 

The intermission did not appear to help 
him very much and when the players 
took the court again McLoughlin was 
slow in covering ground and in stroking 
the ball. He frequently dropped into a

_ WHERE QUAKE OCCURRED. 
Guatemala and Salvador especially and 
the west coast of Central America have 
suffered greatly from volcanic eruptions 
and earthquakea The volcano of Santa 
Maria in the Sierra Madre range has been 
the chief center of these disturbances. 
About the time of the Mount Pelee dis- 
aster in Martinique, in the fall of 1902, 
the eruption of Santa Maria resulted in 
the death of from 5,000 to 7,000 native In- 
dians and the destruction of millions of 
dollars worth of property. 

In April of the same year Quezalte- 
nango, the second city of Gautemala, was 
almost completely wrecked and 3,000 per- 
éons destroyed. 

| Quezaltenango is about thirty miles 
from the crater of Santa Maria, and had 
not been active up to 1902, since the ad- 
vent of the Spaniards under Cortes in 


the sixteenth century. 
The scene of the present disaster is 
further to the south and east than the 


former disturbances.

Advocates Liquid Securities. 

Means whereby the savings banks of the 
country might do away with the provision 
that calls for advance notice before a 
depositor withdraws his money were ad- 
Yocated in an address by George E. Ed- 
Wards of New York before the savings 
bank section.
